26, will be the meeting of the Executive Committee and the CouncJLl 
of the Union.

According to letters recoived and discussions with delegat es 
of various countries, I have to say that public opinion is very interested 
in the meeting for two reasonss (1) the program of the conference de ais 
with important problems connected with today' s International situation, 
and (2) the conference will take place in Poland — a country which has 
aroused International interest. 

We are eacpecting delegates from f ifty-siic countries — » members 
of the Union from East and Test. Already, one month before the opening 
of the conference. over thirty countries have confirraed their participation.

We are very happy that the conference will take place for 
the first tisae in Poland, T-e will be able to acąuaint the dolegałeś 
of ofcher countries* parliaments with our old parliasientary traditL on 
and with our present political, economic, social and cultural life. 

The Pollsh group of the Int erpa rliaioentary Union hae prepared and 
published in several languages the history of the Pollsh Parliament, 
the text of the Pollsh People»s Repubłic Constltuticn, the most 
important Polish laws, and some brief Information on today*s Poland 
in generał «. 

It is also of soiae importance that the Union will discues 
interna t,ional problems at the time of the 2Cth anniversary of Hitler s e 
iOTasion of Poland.

Besides tbis, during the one day recsss 
in the conference, Sunday, the dolegałeś will. be able to see some 
economic and cul tural centers of Poland espeeially Gracow (ciii tur al 
center of Poland), Nowa Huta. (min Steel center built sińce 19£>1 
by the cowmunist regisse), Oświęcim ( Auschwitz, concentration camp), 
k*ck, Żelazowa Wola (birthplace of Frederic Chopin), and V»«rsaw."

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In conclusion I want to underline the political importanca 
of the conference because there will be here a possibility of very 
sincere and elear eaepression of opinions — sometimes very contro- 
eersial. It ean happen that public opinion of rarious countrj.es 
will rad.se here its voice, through the delegations, putting forth 
varlous politlcal ideas which are not always in fuli accord with 
the opinions of thelr respective governraents* In such a way the 
sincere, elear expression of opinions may canse the reraoval of 
many misconeeptions eadsting between some countries and will thus 
bring closer opinions on International controversial probleras* 
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
